CHARGE IN COURT COMES

“Charles Torchynuk, you are charg- 
ed that you did on July 3, 1906, murder 
n female child.” Such was the startling 
statement read to Charles Torchynuk, 
alias, Chas. Wilson, alias Chas, Troulay, 
who only three minutes previously had 
been fined $75 and costs or three 
months in prison on a charge of non- 
support of his wife and two children, 
in the local police court this morning, 

It came_as_a surprise to everyone, 
even to the accused’s own counsel, and 
when the words were spoken by the 
magistrate a dead silence followed, 
The prisoner reeled in the dock as 
though struck by a blow and turned 
ashen“hue, “I didn't do it" were a 
only words that he uttered when ie, 
had partlally recovered yimselt. 

The alleged. crime:is | supposed to 
have taken'plate In Hifton, Manitoba, in 
the year 1906 and the matter was hush- 
ed up until last night) when the ac- 
cused’s wife made a statement to the 
Edmonton police, 

A Fiendish Crime 

According to the statement of the 
woman, it was a most cruel ahd fiend- 
{sh crime, The four-month-old girl 
had been sick for some time and was 
lying in her bed while the mother was 
at work down-stairs, The little tot was 
crying whtn the father came In, He 
went up to the room, and suddenly the 
mother heard a gurgling sound, Then 
everything was quiet,” She rushed ,up- 
stairs to eee what was the matter and 
was horrified to find blood gushing 
from its ears, eyes, nose and mouth, 
‘he baby's neck was blue and finger 
marks were left on the skin. She turn- 
ed round to her husband and asked him 
what was the matter with the child, 
She alleges that he replied: “If you say 
anything you son-of-a—— I'll do the 
same to you,” and he made her get 
down on her knees and swear, while he 
held a knife over her head and threat- 
éned to kill her if shé ever told a word 
to anyone, She states that she pro- 
mised to keep quiet to save her life, as 
she really thought that he intended to 
murder her, 

Another Attempt Alleged. 

According to her statement, her hus- 
band attempted the following year to 
kill her three-year-old boy, While she 
was outside her house one day picking 
up an armful of wood, her little girl 
ran out to her and said *““Mama, come 
{n and see what daddy is doing.” She 
rushed into the house and found him 
with the littl three-year-old boy 
clutehed between his knees, holding his 
head back with one hand, and In the 
other he held a knife and was about 
to draw it across the boy's throat when 
she struck her husband with a stick of 
wood that she had in” her arms, and 
knocked him down. 

Following this, the couple had «@ 
violent quarrel ‘and he left his wife 
shortly after. For six years she follow 
ed her husband around from town to 
town where he was staying under as- 
sumed names and kept track of him, 
She also alleges that he purposely sent 
men to her with the express purpose of 
finding out if she would mention any- 
thing about the murder,

times she would lose trace of her hus-/ 
band altogether only to learn that ho} his 


had moved to another city, 
Here Two Years 

Almost two years ago he came to 
Edmonton and started up a reoming 
and boarding house on First street. 
While running this house he was ar- 
rested a few months ago and fined $100 
and costs for selling Hquor without a 
license. As soon as his wife learned 
through her brother that the man was 
in this city she came up herself. 

At last, Ured and weary of leading 
the life that she had led for the last 
six years, she went to the police and 
made a clean breast of the Whole -af- 
fair, which resulted in the arrest of 
her husband. While she Was giving 
evidence In the police court this morn- 
ing on the non- support charge, she

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THE UNIQUE NEWSPAPER 
SITUATION IN MONTREAL 

By the amalgamation of the Montreal Herald with the 
Montreal Telegraph—which latter recently replaced the staid 
old Gazette—there comes under control of Sir Hugh Graham 
ot the Star the only surviving evening English language paper 
in Montreal, Added to this, it is believed that the Mail, 
recently established by Graham's right hand man, McNabb, 
is also the property of Graham, and if which is so, Graham 
owns all the English language daily papers in Montreal. To 
round out the string, it is also currently reported that he holds 
or in some way controls the leading French language papers 
in the Canadian metropolis. 

Here is the unique situation of one man holding the key 
{o practically all the means of dissemination of intelligence for 
a city of more than half a million people. ee 

As an indication of how this immense power is likely 
to be wielded, it is significant that immediately upon the 
consummation of the deal by which Graham grasped control 
of the various newspapers, the stock of the Montreal street 
railway, which has been fighting for months for a forty-year 
franchise, took a jump of several points on the Montreal 
market. The Herald, now absorbed, has heretofore furnished 
{he only strenuous opposition to the franchise grab, 

Monopoly in the newspaper business is by no means so 
common as it is popularly supposed to be, and*cannot be 
absolute for very long in any community for the reason that 
all of the public cannot be induced to stand for kept news- 
papers so soon as they find them oul, But the Montreal 
situation, the situation of the organs of both parties 
in politics being under one management and one 
control, proves the reasonableness of a contention which has 
long been advanced by the progressives in United States, 
namely that the ownership of newspapers should be absolutely 
established. 


WHO GETS THE SPREAD 
BETWEEN FARMER AND CONSUMER. 

As the annual report of the United States Department 
of Agriculture shows, the aggregate price realized by the 
farmers of United States for agricultural products in 1943 
totalled $6,100,000,000. The produce realizing this price 
was grown on 6,600,000 farms between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific, and between the Rio Grande and the Canadian 
boundary, an average of less than nine hundred dollars per 
farm. 

As a farm means, generally speaking, a farmer and his 
family, and as there is invariably incorporated in the cost of 
the produce the price of machinery, wages, interest and rent, 
to say nothing of the labor applied by the farmer,.the figures 
of the United States Department of Agriculture very cleanly 
exculpate the farmer when it comes to the search for the 
high cost of living. 

A system which gets the farmer no better average return 
than this, and which at the same {ime makes the cost of living 
to the man in the cities as high as it is, surely needs some 
fixing. Between the prices realized by the farmer and the 
prices paid by the consumer there is altogether too much 
spread.

Was the appointment of W. G. Car- 
penter as superintendent of public 
schools legal.. This is the question 
raised by S .A. B. Barnes ,at the regu- 
lar meeting of the school board last 
night, The ground upon which this 
question was based, was the fact that 
several extentions of time were made 
on the night that the appointment was 
made, as the motion was not carried 
until 1 am. and in each case the mo- 
tions were carried by the small ma- 
jority of four to three. The by-laws 
of the school board clearly state that 
motions granting extentions of time 
must be carried by a two-thirds ma- 
jority. As it happens, however, the 
names of members voting on this mo- 
tlon were not recorded in the minutes. 
Mr. Warnes stated that if the votes 
had been recorded, the appointment 
would have been illegal.
